DEATHS 



— William Garrard Holt, aged 70 
years (the oldest son of the late Mrs. 
Ellen Garrard Holt, who was bdried 
on Wednesday, Jan. 6) died at an early 
hour Tuesday morning of pneumonia. 
He had been complaining since the 
death of his mother, to whom he was a 
devoted son. 

Mr. Holt served in the Confederate 
army along with his two brothers, J. 
Lawrence Holt and Harry Holt, be 
longing to C» mpany C., Ninth Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, commanded by the late 
Col. W. C. P. Breckinridge. Mr. Holt 
was with his company and regiment 
throughout the war, fighting with the 
army of Tennessee, and took part in 
the hundred days fighting from Tunnel 
Hill to Atlanta; took pait in the battie 
of Atlanta; fought Burbridge at Sait- 
ville, Va., and returning, followed and 
fought Sherman from Atlanta to the 
sea. The regiment was assign?d the 
duty among others of escorting Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis upon the fall of 
Richmond across the country to Wash- 
ington, Ga., where the regiment sur- 
rendered. 

An incident connected with the sur- 
render of Col. Breckinridge’s regiment 
was brought to light two weeks ago, 
when Mr. Holt received a U. S. Treas- 
ury warrant from Washington, D. C., ‘ 
for $115, it being the value of his horse 
surrendered at Washington, Ga., May 
8, 1865. 

The funeral services took place a$ 
the grave in the Paris Cemetery WecU 
nesda.v at 11 a. m. Services by Rev. 
Dr. B. M. Shive, assisted by the Con- 
federate veterans. 

The pay-bearers were his comrades, 
as follows: Capt. Ed. Taylor, Jos. 

B. Hedges, Russell Atenn, John W. 
Skillman, Jr., A. T. Forsyth, Chas. H. 
Meng, Alex. W. Macklin and John W. 
Boulden.

— Miss Mattie D. Todd, aged 56, died 
at her home in Cynthiana', Tuesday, of 
cancer.

She was a business woman, 
possesssing considerable property. *

The Crowning Achievement 



That was plain language that Fran- j 
cis J. Heney used when he told the 
'City Club of Philadelphia that Edward 
HJ Harriman, through his control of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, was re- 
sponsible for the graft and corruption 
found in San Francisco. As Mr. Heney 
bluntly expressed it, “The corruption 
of city life in San Francisco was not 
found in the deals made by Reuf. but 
was due to the fact that Harriman 
wanted to use certain men. Our real 
boss sits in New York City and reach- 
es across the country in working out 
his schemes.” 

It is the old story, hack of all the 
political corruption. There is not a dis- 
honest political boss in the United 
States who could hold his power for a 
year if some powerful corporation was 
not behind him and using its resources 
to sustain him. The boss of the bosses 
is always the man who “sits in New 
York City” or elsewhere with miliions 
of organized capital behind him and 
“reaches across the country in work- 
ing out his schemes.”

Corporation on account of its acquisi- 1 
tion of the Tennessee Coal and Iron j 
Company, its principal competitor, but 
denies the right of Congress to call for I 
such information. 

Mr. Bonaparte’s reaosns, however, j 
are not far to seek. He could not pro- 
ceed against the Steel Trust because 
Mr. Roosevelt personally licensed the j 
transaction. Mr. Roosevelt admits that 
he ‘was personally cognizant of and re- J 
sponsible for its every detail,” and 
that he authorized the purchase be- 
cause the representatives of tne"Steel 
Trust desired to “prevent a panic.” 

On such a statement of facts what 
is the use of Federal laws? If the 
President of the United States can li- '

Sherman act on the pretense of pre- ) 
venting “a panic” which had already ' 
taken place and for which he was ! 
largely responsible, we see no reason j 
why he should not suspend any other j 
Federal statutes whenever it suited his | 
whim or desire or convenience or po- 
litical plans. He might even author- j 
ize piracy ont he high seas if it were | 
represented to him that a little judi- ! 
cous buccaneering would “prevent aj 
panic” or “save the situation.” 

The incident is a further illustration 
of the manner in which Mr. Rosevelt | 
substitutes personal government for j 
government by law under the Consti- j 
tution. Corporations that please him | 
have protection and immunity. Only 
corporations that displease him are 
prosecuted. Mr. Roosevelts’ methods j 
differ in no important respect from \ 
those of an Oriental sultan who re- 
wards or punishes his courtiers accord- I 
ing to his caprice. There has been j 
nothing else like it known to Ameri- ! 
can institutions.

“People don’t understand brier pipe 
making,” said a dealer. v If they did 
they wouldn't consider a five or six. 
dollar brier extravagant. Did you 
know, for instance, that a brier pipe 
after its completion is put away to 
season for nine or ten years? French 
brier is the best material for these 
pipes. It isn't, though, brier, and it 
doesn’t come from France. It comes 
from — etymologically speaking — the 
word ‘brCyere,’ which means ‘furze.’ 
French brier is really Italian furze 
Toot, a growth of the Tuscan Alps. 
The plant is as carefully cultivated as 
tobacco itself. All the sprouts and 
leaves are kept well pruned; thus all 
the sap goes to the root’s nourishment. 
The root is cut when fully developed 
and boiled and dried before shipment. 
Afterward the pipemaker boils and 
dries it again. And when the pipe is 
finished he stores it away for further 
drying— a matter of eight years or so. 
The best brier pipe is one cut cross- 
wise of the grain, and the grain should' 
be birdseye. Such a pipe lasts a life- 
time-can be handed down from father 
to son. Of course it's dear.” 



Prohibitionists Win in Tennessee 

At 5:20 o'clock Tuesday evening 
Senate bill No. 1 . poviding for £ta i- 
wide prohibition of the sale of liquor 
in Tennessee passed its third and final 
reading in the Senate.

Court of Appeals yesterday affirmed 
the case of Fred Ketterer’s adminis- 
trator vs. State Board of Control from 
Fayette, Judge Nunn writing the opin- 
ion. Ketterer.who was from Ashland, 
was killed at the Lexington Asylum, 
it was charged by one of the attend- 
ants. His administrator sued the 
Board of Control for $50,000 damages. 
The court holds that neither the State 
or its officials in such cases are liable 
for damages, but the persons who com- 
mit the acts that are the direct cause 
of the injury or death are liable.
